1 lb. cranberries, large perfect

Combine sugar and water, place 
over low flame and stir until 
sugar is dissolved. Continue cook¬ 
ing syrup to 234° F. or the 
thread stage. Prick cranberries 
and place in shallow pan. Pour 
syrup over berries, place in a 
moderate gas oven (350° F.) until 
berries are transparent, from 10 
to 15 minutes. Do not allow ber¬ 
ries to become soft. Remove cran¬ 
berries Immediately from syrup 
and drain thoroughly. When al¬ 
most dry roll in granulated sugar. 
Let dry for 12 hours; roll again 
in sugar. Repeat once more if 
necessary. 

CANDY APPLETS 
8 medium sized apples 
14 cupful cold water 

2 cupfuls sugar 

1 tablespoonful lemon juice 

2 tablespoons unflavored gelatin 
1 cupful walnut meats, chopped 
Powdered sugar 

Select firm-fleshed apples; peel 
and core. Cook in sauce pan with 
half of the water until apples are 
tender; force through sieve; add 
sugar, cook until thick (about 30 
minutes 1 , stirring frequently. Soak 
gelatin in remaining U cupful 
water; add to hot apple mixture, 
stirring until dissolved. Cool 
slightly; add walnut meats and 
lemon juice; mix well. Pour on 
to shallow pan to %-inch thick¬ 
ness. Place in gas refrigerator 
overnight. Cut into bars or other 
shapes, and roll in powdered 
sugar. May be colored red or 
green If desired.

PAYING FOR PEACE 


Keeping peace 
world 


confronts America with 
: ! grave responsibilities. One of the 
greatest of these tasks is to ad¬ 
just herself safely to the changes 
j which war in Europe and Neu¬ 
trality legislation at home have 
brought about. 

The loss of foreign markets, an 
enormous increase in expenditures 
to strengthen the nations’ sinews 
of defense, the enforced idleness 
of a large section of America’s 
merchant marine, the beaching of 
thousands of maritime workers 
—all these make pressing de¬ 
mands upon the nation’s resource¬ 
fulness, for peace, too, has its 
price. 

Revealing but one example of 
that, the Maritime Commission 
last week announced that the 
Neutrality Act— wisely banning 
American-borne commerce from 
dangerous war zones—will mean 
the withdrawal of 92 vessels from 
our regular foreign trade, and the 
abandonment of eight foreign 
trade routes on which the govern¬ 
ment had spent over $195 mil¬ 
lion. Cost of maintaining the Idle 
92 vessels, representing an origin¬ 
al investment of $203 million, will 
run to about $10 million yearly 
In gross revenues, the American 
merchant marine stands to lose 
$52,500,000 yearly. 

Measured against the stupend¬ 
ous costs of war, with its de¬ 
struction of life, liberty, and hap¬ 
piness, the price of peace may 
not seem overwhelming. Even so, 
payment of its price is one of 
the great, immediate tasks facing 
the country. The discovery of 
new markets at home, the elimi¬ 
nation of unemployment, an in¬ 
tensified drive for recovery—these 
are all part of the job.

The ever-mounting costs of gov- 
erment, city, state and nat'onal 
— mean a steadily lowered living 
standard for the nation’s produc¬ 
ing families in the Interests of 
non-producing families.

If It rouses customarily tax- 
indifferent citizens to action and 
sharpens their concern for govern¬ 
ment expenditures It will, in fact, 
have done a great good.

Do you want to have a carefree 
Christmas ?

Press against bottom and 
sides of pie pan and place in refrig¬ 
erator while you make the filling. 

Filling—Beat 3 eggs to a stiff 
froth with your electric mixer. Add 
juice of one lemon and % cup orange 
juice and stir gently. Let stand a 
minute, add cup sugar and beat 
again. Add 2 cups rich milk and stir 
over heat until hot Remove from 
heat and pour over 1 tbsp. gelatine 
which has soaked in 2 tbsp. cold 
water. Stir until dissolved. Add few 
grains salt. Cool and pour into crust 
Let stand in electric refrigerator 
until filling is firm.
